sufficiently relaxed to give scope for greater discrimina- 
tion among the house purchasers. The buyer cannot now 
be relied upon to accept vacant possession at any cost, 
for he can go from one property to another and choose his 

The occasion has thus arisen upon which the seller would 
do well to take stock and consider whether the house he 
would sell is likely to remain a first choice of the dis- 
criminating. If it is not, he may be much nearer to the 
market saturation point than he thinks, and we may 
experience all the signs of a slump without necessarily 
all the ingredients which go to make up such a depression. 

Building costs, by the unit of the small house, do not 
seem so very much above the pre-War level, when the 
differences in the cost of living are remembered. But we 
venture to say that when we compare the pre- War and post- 
War house of apparently similar class, we are not always 
comparing similar things. If we were to go through two 
such properties and draw up detailed specifications of the 
-work included in each, we should probably be surprised at 
the number of items where the odd inch of material here 
or there was lacking from the building of later date. The 
sum total of these trivial savings might not amount to 
much, but the fact would remain that we appear to accept 
rather a lower standard of minimum quality than was once 
the case, though the standard of comfort is undoubtedly 
higher. 

If this is the case with construction, it appears to be 
still more so with architectural quality, or, at any rate, 
with architectural effort, which is not always implied. In 
this matter, the fickle change of fashion and taste must 
be considered, and we must give some credit for much 
that we now regard as ugly and superfluous. We have in 
mind the doorways and bay windows of the typical late 
Victorian semi-detached villas. They were generally in 
what we would now consider to be the worst of taste ; 
but they did denote that the speculator recognised some 
demand for ornament, and did think it worth while to 
spend money to provide it. Journeymen masons turned 
out these carved capitals and scrolled lintels at extra- 
ordinarily low prices. But it certainly was not the cheapest 
‘way of treating a door or window opening. Skirtings, 
architraves and door panels were invariably moulded, 
though certainly in cheap stock patterns. The point is, 
however, that the cheapest moulding is dearer than a 
plain piece of wood. Who ever heard of a staircase with 
plain balusters in those days, at any rate to the lower 
flights visible from the hall? Now, we would ask, who- 
ever sees a turned baluster ? 

We are not advocating a return to these little details, 
but are merely calling attention to the fact that, whereas 
the public in those days thought it proper and seemly to 
spend money on appearance, now it eppears satisfied with 
the barest practical essentials. We shall be told, no doubt, 
that this general cleaning up of detail has been all to the 
good, and we agree that architecture does not depend upon 
what is tacked on to plain building. But we would prefer 
to feel satisfied that this restraint has arisen more out of a 
deliberate artistic discipline than out of the entirely un- 
worthy motive of saving the cost of everything that cannot 
be shown to produce an immediate dividend. In other 
words, we are more concerned with the spirit of society 


than with its fads and fashions. Upon this matter we 
must entertain the shrewdest of suspicions. 

Now, if we turn to the leaders of taste in building— 
the architects—we find perplexities of a very similar nature. 
We cannot wish to return to the complexities of Venetian 
Gothic, in which some of the most able of the architects of 
the last century delighted. But we must all admit that it 
was no tyro’s task to assemble some of these wedding-cake 
designs. The man who made all these intricate parts to 
fit, one with another, was bound to be well-equipped with 
the sense of building. A raw student would have been 
lost in the maze of architectural intricacies, Now we are 
familiar with the first-year student who can make a fair 
show of a modern building, and still more, of the specu- 
lative builder, who finds the austerity of plainness a short 
(and cheap) cut to the latest fashion. 

What does this all mean? Has architectural design 
become easier because there has never been any need for 
it to be difficult, or have architectural standards depre- 
ciated? We find the greatest difficulty in answering 
these pertinent questions in any satisfying form. We 
believe that fine architectural design can arrive only by 
way of a great effort, whatever form it may take and in 
whatever age it has appeared. If it is easier now to satisfy 
the casual eye, it must be because less is expected. When 
we examine the designs which win open competitions in 
these days, we must be struck with the scant attention 
which appears to be paid to elevational design as we under- 
stood that to mean in days not far distant. The best of 
such designs those qualities of balance and re- 
straint which must be the framework of all fine archi- 
tecture. But there is a spirit of excessive economy which 
appears in public buildings that demand a special note of 
comfortable dignity. The architectural feeling is there, 
but there is some element of seemliness lacking. 

Is it that the old standards of ornament frequently 
ignored the architectural qualities they should adorn, and 
that in stripping design of superfluities the architects of 
to-day have yet to develop a new tradition of ornament ? 
There may be something in this, though we are still left 
with an unsatisfied feeling that absence of ornament some- 
times stands for an absence of studentship. We cannot 
feel that an architecture which has no means of expressing 
degrees of dignity, and even of opulence, is by way of 
having become a complete and universal art; and we 
commend to our designers a greater attention to the ques- 
tion of seemly and well-disposed ornament and relief, so 
that we may not leave to posterity a grudging legacy which 
may mark down this generation as essentially a mean one, 

The general conclusion of our remarks, however, pointe 
to a stocktaking of values in both building and architec- 
ture, in which individual motives must be carefully ox- 
amined. Let us by all means get rid of trivial super- 
fluities, but do not let us assume too readily that our fore- 
fathers hid the leck of feeling with a mass of extravagance.

The Dartford-Purfleet Tunnel. 

The London County Council has decided 
not to contribute to the cost of constructing 
a tunnel between Dartford, Kent, and Pur- 
fleet, Essex. The cost was estimated at 
£3,000,000, of which about £2,250,000 has 
been promised from the Road Fund. The 
Highways Committee state : ‘‘ We concur in 
the view of the Special Committee that the 
Council’s heavy responsibilities in the matter 
of cross-river communications have been 
largely increased by the fact that the facili- 
ties provided are utilised to a considerable 
extent by traffic which is not identified with 
London, and we would point out that no con- 
tribution was received from any out-county 
2 gooey towards the cost of the provision 
of the Woolwich f or of the construction 
of the Blackwall or Woolwich tunnels.

** The Employment of Architects by 
Local Authorities.”

to 2,250 authorities by the R.I.B.A.

Srm,—On behalf of the Council of the Asso- 
ciation of Architects, Surveyors and Techni- 
cal Assistants, the accredited organisation for 
all salaried architects, I am directed to draw 

attention to the above matter which 
sane the subject of a circular letter dated 
6th June last, sent to 2,250 Local Authorities 
by the Secretary of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. This circular letter gives 
expression to views so questionable on 
economic and technical grounds that the 
Council of the Association of Architects, Sur- 
veyors and Technical Assistants feels im- 
ed, in fairness to the majority of the pro- 
ession and the ratepaying public, to offer 
its own considered viewpoint on the issues 
involved. 


(1) In the first place the Council of the 
A.A.8.T.A. wishes to express in the strongest 
possible manner its conviction that true 
economy and amenity in the architectural 
work of Local Authorities is best obtained by 
the employment of Registered Architects, act- 
ing in a responsible capacity. It desires 
further to point out that, from the aspect of 
legal qualification, membership of one body 
or another is quite irrelevant. Among 
Registered Architects there is no difference 
in qualification whatsoever, whether they are 
engaged in private practice or in ried 
employment. The statutory qualification for 
all architects is now that of having their 
names on the Register of Registered Archi- 
tects, kept by the Architects’ Registration 
Council of the United Kingdom, of which the 
A.A.8.T.A. is a constituent body. 

(2) The identity of qualification of all 
Registered Architects being established, it 
remains to be pointed out that the essential 
pre-occupation of the architect in private 
practice is the securing of future work. To 
this, an enormous amount of time and ene 
must be devoted, whilst, on the other hand, 
the official architect, paid by salary, is not 
thus distracted, and is free. to concentrate 
entirely on the more strictly technical aspects 
of his profession. His singleness of —

(3) The majority of official architects have 
undergone a training identical with that of 
the average qualified architect in private

in face of its patent shortcomings, to defend 
an uneconomic and obsolescent system. 

_ (4) Quite con’ to the view, ex 

in the R.LB.A. circular of 6th seat that 
architects of local authorities are so much 
the less good technicians because their em- 
ployers are “thinking mainly in terms of 
cost,” it is the opinion of the A.A.8.T.A. 
Council any employer of any architect 
is mainly concerned with cost. Such con- 
sideration is the more essential when the ex- 
penditure of public funds is in question, and 
need not militate in the least againat rational 
modern design. The first problem of any 
architect, whether salaried or in private prac- 
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tice, is to obtain maximum accommodation at 
minimum cost. This problem having been over- 
come, the resultant building is a demonstration 
of the skill or otherwise ps the architect con- 
cerned. With the R.I.B.A.’s implication 
contained in paragraph 7 of the circular 
letter, that architects in private practice do 
not think mainly in terms of cost, the 
A.A.5.T.A. Council does not feel impelled to 
disagree, but the suggestion has a direct 
bearing on the question of economy in the 
architectural work of local authorities. Nor 
is the Council of the A.A.S.T.A. inclined to 
minimise the extent of the complexities of 
modern practice or to deny, as the R.1.B.A. 
circular suggests in paragraph 8 (b), that 
architectural education in this country may 
be defective in adequately training men for 
the complicated requirements of present-day 
local authorities: but in fairness to the 
majority of the profession, it should be men- 
tioned that salaried architects, as a body, 
can take no responsibility for the situation— 
if it exists—since the R.I.B.A. itself has for 
over 50 years controlled such education. 

(5) The Council of the A.A.8.T.A. desires 
to make some observations on the merits of 
the competition system. This, in their 
opinion, is a grossly over-rated method of ob- 
taining good buildings. It is not only waste- 
ful of time and energy, but has produced a 
definite ‘‘ competition technique,” which 
results in the choosing of a design which has 
very little relationship to the actual realities 
of the building subsequently erected. Over 
the past 25 years, in fact, competition designs 
have tended more and more to a stereotyped 
pattern where they have not been merely 
sycophantic to the known predilections of the 
assessor—and have, on the whole, shunned 
pioneer effort. 

In conclusion, therefore, the Council of the 
A.A.8.T.A. desires to emphasise :-— 

(a) The statutory qualification for all 
architects to-day is Registration, whether 
salaried or in private practice. 

(?) No case can be established on the 
only relevant grounds of technical or 
economic excellence for the employment of 
private practising Registered Architects in 
preference to the engagement of Registered 
salaried staffs in the work of Local Au- 
thorities. 

(c) Architects in salaried employment 
Who carry out work for local authorities 
should receive public recognition of their 
functions, and should, in the course of their 
activities, be unhampered by restrictions 
imposed by members of other professions. 

(d) The obtaining of designs by open 
competition has, in the past, contributed 
but questionably to the advancement of 
architecture. 

(e) The whole trend of modern develop- 
ments, which has led to little more than 
%® per cent. of the architectural profession 
remaining in private practice offers sega 
comment on the “— economy 
effectiveness of this disappearing form of 
activity.

Sm,—As one who, for 4 number of years, 
has bluntly and openly attacked the system 
hitherto held in the highest respect, that 
when design has been the work of an archi- 
tect employed in a subordinate or assistant 
capacity, the authorship ipso facto was 
claimable by the principal architect in ques- 
tion, may I now offer my warmest congratu- 
lations to Sir Raymond Unwin and his Com- 
mittee on their report, published in The 
Builder for June 14. : 

Writing on this matter in The Builder five 
years ago, I said : “‘ As things are at present, 
a building goes up and the public hears the 
name of the architect, and of the contractors 
and craftsmen employed. But the architect’s 
assistant, though often he may have had a 


considerable hand in the initial oueetiee of 
the design, and who nearly always has bed 
a ~~ creative part in its development. 
and final particularisation, remains uamen- 
tioned. The architect pays him for his work 
(whether well or badly is beside the point), 
and thereupon comes between him and the 
public by calmly ousting him of his identity." 
This 1s now to become 4 thing of the 
past. The Report states that where design, 
as apart from administrative or stroctural 
science, depends on some subordinate or 
assistant architect, the recognised etiquette 
should be that his name is associated with 
the work. It is to be hoped that all archi- 
tects will in this in the spirit in which 
unmistakably it is intended, and that the 
authorship or part-authorship of a design will 
attach wherever any considerable and true 
personal contribution has been involved.

Foundling Hospital, Berkhamsted, 

Founded in 1739 by Captain Coram, the 
Foundling Hospitai’s original buildings stood 
on nine acres of land at Guilford-street, 
Bloomsbury, W.C.1. These buildings were 
sold in 1926, and the children were moved 
temporarily to St. Anne’s Schools, Redhill. 
The children admitted are the illegitimate 
ofispring of young single women. For the 
first five years of their existence they are 
boarded out in the country, but are then 
drafted to the Institution, where they re- 
main until the age of fifteen, when the girls, 
after special traming in housewifery im a 


domestic » are placed in 
domestic service. The boys are apprenticed 
to engineering or other wor. 
army bands. 

After inspecting - man, ies as pos- 
sible sites for new building, the governors 


decided to acquire Ashlyns Hall Estate, com- 

rising some acres, and finely situated on 
high ground south of the pleasant Hertford- 
shire town of Berkhamsted. The eleva- 
tion is some 500 ft. above sea level, and com- 
mands uninterrupted views over a wide 
stretch of country. Some thirty acres of the 
estate have been retained for the buildings 


and playing fields, and the rest is let for 
farming. Accommodation is provided for an 
pad of between 400 and 500 boys and 
girls. 


The type of plan has been largely dic- 
tated by the governors, who, after very 
carefully considering the merits of the 
separate house principle, decided, in view 
of the saving in cost and greater ease of 
administration, to combine as far as ible 
the advantages of this system with those of 
the more compact or collegiate type, by 
planning their new schools as a single com- 
posite building, in which the children, while 
sharing common dining- and day-rooms, 
could, so far as all other matters were con- 
cerned, be organised as separate houses under 
their own house masters and mistresses. 
This method gives the advantages of a more 
homelike and healthily competitive atmo- 
sphere, with the added advantages of ease 
and saving in the cost of administration. 

The problem was further complicated by 
the necessity of providing adequate separa- 
tion of the sexes, and at the same time con- 
veniently _placi the accommodation in 
common use, such as assembly hall, gym- 
nasium and swimming bath, as near as pos- 
sible to the axial line. The q 
type of plan was adopted, as be the best 
suited to this end, with the alana centrally 
placed as on the old Brunswick-square site. 

The school pcg | is temporarily located 
on the ground floor of the gist’ wing, and is 
so arranged that it can, if required, with 
little alteration be used for the senior 
renders necessary the provision of separate 
infirmary buildings as originally planned. 

As far as is compatible with modern stan- 
dards of — and comfort, the architects, 
Messrs. J. Sheppard and Partners, FF. 
and A.R.LB.A., have endeavoured to keep 
the design in pathy with the traditions 
of the old buildings in Guilford-street, and 
for this reason a design which could be de- 
scribed as “ modern Georgian ’’ 
adopted, as being dignified in treatment and 
reminiscent of the original foundation.

In the late Temple Moore's 
scheme for this church, a small eastern Lad 
Chapel was intended, but though the chu 
was planned diagonally on the site, the space 
left for such a chapel was very limited.

ing the Adoration, painted in gold and colour, 
has been moved from a side chapel. 
Fresh hangings and frontal of blue and gold 
Genoese velvet have been given. 

Indirect artificial electric lighting has been 
adopted, the reflectors being concealed below 
the sills of the windows, where also heati 

ipes are arranged. The walling is of Pa 
Nook stone, of which the whole church is 
built, both internally and externally. The 
walls of the chapel are 4 ft. thick, giving 
deep reveals to the windows.

Building the Dwellings. 
In regard to standards of construction, the 
authors state that ‘‘ im reviewing the respec- 
tive roles of private enterprise and local 
authorities, it is essential to start from an 
understanding of existing needs.

ARCHITECTS’ AND TECHNICIANS’ 
ORGANISATION. 

A meeting called by the A.T.O. on Monday, 
he 2 15, at Friends House, Euston-road, was 
addressed by Mr. R. Coppock, Secretary of 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives. Mr. Coppock, who said that he 
represented 386,000 building trade workers, 
dealt with the effects of rationalisation of 
building technique on the wages and working 
conditions of building workers, and claimed 
that under the present system of private 
enterprise mechanisation and development of 
technique necessarily meant worsening of 
conditions and widespread unemployment in 
the building industry. ‘‘ We should be in a 
better position to negotiate for wage agree- 
ments,”’ he said, ‘‘ if fifty or sixty thousand 
of our workers walked into the tide.”’ He 
also stressed the importance of the fact that 
the N.F.B.T.O. was a unique organisation. 
No other country had such an all-embracing 
union for building workers. 

In the subsequent discussion, speakers 
dwelt on the importance of avoiding a “ craft 
outlook” in the building industry. Certain 
trades might be thrown out of work by the 
development of ane but a 
proper distribution of labour in industry was 
cadeby possible. There was a vast amount 
of building work that should be tackled, par- 
ticularly in slum clearance and the abolition 
of overcrowding, and, although at the moment 
there was a huge body of nee = agg 
tives, there was no reason why, un a 
proper system of social organisation, with a 
properly —— industry, every one of these 
men should not be usefully employed.

Interpretation of Drawings for Quantities.

No gates 
are shown on the front entrance of the houses 
on the lay-out, but the line denoting the 
fence goes right through, without any gap. 
In the back fence there are shown, on the 
fence lines, 22 black lines at an angle of 
45 d , which presumably mean gates. 
We allowed in our bill of quantities for these 
22 gates only, and the architect now says 
that he wants 48 gates and that we are to 
put these in at our own cost. He says that 
common sense should tell us that gates would 
be required at the front entrance.

Sunken Hearth Fires and Smokiness. 
[ANSWER To “8. C. H.,” Jury 12.] 

Sm,—The smoking may arise from one of 
a number of causes, two of which are the 
most likely. 

(1) It may arise out of defective flue con- 
struction. ere should be sufficient bend in 
the flue at least to cover the daylight, and 
the bore of the flue should be maintained 
throughout any bend. There is a tendency 
among bricklayers to measure the bore of 
the fiue horizontally at each course, which 
means a reduced bore at right angles to the 
slope of the bend. 

(2) The —— from the top of the base of 
the fire should not exceed 18in. This is 
generally observed where the fire reste on a 
raised ket, but is frequently exceeded 
with a fire directly on the hearth, or else 
sunk. The effect of this defect is to admit 
a bulk of cold air over the top of the fire 
into the flue, thus blanketing the natural 
heat draught. The remedy is to fix a cover 
or small blower across the top of the opening.

Smr,—Your correspondent is entitled to 
appeal against the provisional apportionment 
of private street works costs, either on the 
ground that the specification of the works is 
unnecessarily substantial, or that the cost of 
carrying them into effect is excessive.

Mortar for Firebrick Kilns.

Sm,—The firebrick lining should be bedded 

and jointed in fireclay which should then be

Sm,—For brickwork exposed to high 
temperatures the mortar should be fairly 
liquid, and the bricks should be di in 
this, then rubbed in place, and finally fixed 
by a few blows from a mallet. This will 
give mortar joints of the minimum thickness 
possible. If the joints are of greater thick- 
ness there will be trouble. Lime should on 
no account be used in the mortar for this 
work. An excellent mortar can be made from 
a mixture of fireclay, crushed firebricks and 
water.

Screeding on Asphalt.

Sm,—A thin screeding would not = 
satisfactory covering for an existing asphalt 
flat. It would be necessary to lay a bed of 
concrete at least 3in. thick before applying 
the screeding, upon which base a satisfactory 
floor could then be laid. | Construction. 

Srr,—We should like to inform “E. B.” 
through you that jointless flooring can be 
laid direct on to a keyed asphalt floor. We 
have already had a certain amount of experi- 
ence, and could point out one similar con- 
tract which was laid some five or six years 
ago.

Overhanging Eaves. 
[Answer To “ Eaves,”’ 5,} 

Srr,—High buildings which overhang the 
land of a neighbouring owner (provided no 
actual damage is done) are in most cases not 
actionable. However, if the first-named owner 
wishes to build higher and is obstructed by 
eaves of property which overhang his, he can 
call on their owner either to remove these 
or to permit him to build through them to 
the extent that they overhang his property. 
A notice should be given to the owner of the 
higher building of the intending building 
operations. There is no right to overhang 
neighbouring properties in this way, but pro- 
vided no damage is done and the owner of 
the land is not obstructed or hindered in the 
development of his own property, such cases 
are usually overlooked.

THE BUILDING RESEARCH STATION 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Tue followirg abstracts of inquiries* re 
sent a number of those ecu submitted to 
the Building Research Station. The informa- 
tion given in the replies quoted is based on 
available knowledge. It has to be borne in 
mind that further scientific investigations may 
in the course of time indicate directions in 
which the replies might be supplemented or 
modified. Moreover, the replies relate to the 
specific subject of each wt 2a and are not 
necessarily suitable for gen application to 
all similar problems. 


Prevention of Discoloration of Brickwork. 

An architect proposed to construct a com- 
posite wall of concrete with a brick facing, 
the headers being bonded into the concrete. 
Information was desired as to the most suit- 
able treatment for the inner face of the brick- 
work to prevent discoloration and formation 
of efflorescence on the brickwork, and some 
kind of liquid dressing was suggested. 

Rerty.—It is essential that any layer of 
protective material applied to the surface of 
the brickwork should be of sufficient strength 
and thickness to remain unbroken during the 
placing of the concrete and to resist stresses 
set up by movement of the 
wall. ‘or this reason, we consider any 
material of the nature of a paint quite inade- 

uate for the p , and we would suggest 
that a coating, about }-in. thick, of tar or 
applied hot would give the best 
results. 

It is difficult to judge the effect of such a 
coating on the efficiency of the bonding, but 
there is no doubt that there would be a con- 
siderable difficulty in applying a uniform 
layer of waterproofed material to the 
back of a facing constructed accord- 
ing to the drawing. There seems no 
reason, however, why metal ties should not 
be employed to provide the necessary bond, 
thus permitting the use of a facing of uniform 
thickness, provided care is taken to obtain 
watertight joints at the points where the 
—e layer is broken by the wall- 


Removal of Paint from Stonework. .

Rerty.—The problem of the removal of paint 
from stonework is one of some difficulty, since 
the eg will probably have penetrated fairly 
deeply into the stone, Although it is com- 
paratively easy to remove the paint from the 
surface, it may be found that the oil which 
has Arie 4 the stone will leave stained 

hes, which, even if they are not unsightly 
in the first instance, may tend to collect soot 
in the course of time.

factory. The following suggestions, however, 
have been found to ave satisfactory results 
in some cases, 

No paint stripping solution or “ pickle ’’ 
which contains soda or other salts should be 
used, since, no matter how carefully these may 
be washed off afterwards, there is every like- 
which, les bei i is liable to 

Any stripping —— used must, therefore, 
be of the nature of an organic solvent. These 
consist usually of an organic liquid containing 
varying percentages of wax or, in certain 
cases, some other non-volatile substance. 
Several preparations of this type, marketed 
under various proprietary names, are also 
available commercially. It must be mentioned 
that since these preparations contain wax, 
it will be necessary, after all the paint has 
been removed, to wash down the surface with 
benzene or other organic solvent to remove. 
any wax which may remain. 

If the surface of the stone is reasonably 
smooth, there should be no difficulty in 
scraping the paint off entirely, after the 
application of one of these preparations. If 
particles of pigment remain in pores and de- 
pressions in the stone, they can be removed 
with a wire brush. It should be possible to 
judge the effectiveness of the method by ex- 
perimenting on a small area. None of the 
preparations of the organic solvent type 
should cause damage to the stone. 


Treatment of Slippery Marble Floors. 


It was reported that the marble floors of 
the entrance hall of a museum had become 
slippery, and as a result accidents had 
occurred. The architects concerned required 
‘information as to a means of roughening the 
6 

Repry.—The information dealing with 
methods for preventing or correcting slipperi- 
ness of marble floors is not very extensive. 
In the first place it may be remarked that 
such floors are bound to become slippery in 
time since the fact that it polishes readily 
is one of the desirable characteristics of 
marble. There does not seem to be any 
method of treatment which will permanently 
eliminate slipperiness. The method described 
below has, however, been found to give satis- 
factory results, although it is apparent that 
the treatment may require periodic repetition. 

The preparation to be used consists of a 10 
per cent. solution of hydrochloric acid, which 
may be prepared by adding 16 oz. of com- 
mercial concentrated hydrochloric acid to one 
gallon of water. (Care should, of course, be 
exercised, particularly in handling the strong 
acid. is solution is mixed with sawdust 
to the consistency of a “mush,” and the 
** mush ” is then spread over the floor area 
which requires treatment. A layer of about 
one inch in thickness is allowed to stand for 
fifteen minutes, after which it is pushed for- 
ward with a sq to treat a further area. 
The same “mush” may be used for the 
treatment of four equal areas. It is impor- 
tant that the floor should be mopped down 
three times with clean water immediately 
after the “‘ mush” has been moved on to 


treat a new area. This is to pre- 
vent excessive attack of the marble and joints 
by the acid. It is also im t that :netai 
fittin and surfaces other than marble 
should not come into contact with the acid, 
since attack of the metal, and staining of the 
—_— may result if this precaution is not 
en. 


Failure of a Gypsum Plaster Ceiling. 

A firm of architects submitted samples of 
plaster which had fallen from a ceiling. The 
plastering had been carried out on the soffit 
of a reinforced concrete and hollow tile roof 
in two coats, the undercoat consisting of one 
part Portland cement, one part lime and six 
parts sand, and the setting coat of an 
accelerated anhydrous gypsum plaster. It was 
reported. that the adhesion of the coarse 
stuff was satisfactory, but that the setting 
coat was bulging, and had come away in 
large patches from the undercoat. 

(Although a failure of this type has been 
described before, the number of such failures 
reported to the Building Research Station 
ge: fuller explanation of the 
cause of methods of preventing a recur- 
rence of the trouble.) 


Rerty.—The failure is typical of many 
which have been reported recently to the 
Building Research Station. The trouble is 
often associated with the use of the com- 
paratively slow setting, accelerated anhydrous 
type of m plaster. It is difficult to de- 
fine exactly the several conditions necessary 
to cause a failure of this type, but the follew- 
ing description covers the principal factors. 

e set of anhydrous gypsum plasters is 
controlled the presence of an accelerator 
which may be either a soluble salt (such as 
alum or potassium sulphate) or lime, If the 
accelerator is removed the set will be very 
slow, and the material is then unsuitable for 
use as a building material. When the acceler- 
ator is a soluble salt, and the plaster is 
applied to a backing of high suction, the 
accelerating salt, together with the mixing 
water in which it is dissolved, may be largely 
absorbed by the backing. If lime is the 
accelerator, the much smaller | of 
lime in water will prevent its extraction from 
the plaster in this way, but the water iteelf 
may be removed by a background with high 
suction and consequently will not be available 
for hydration of the plaster. 

In addition to the loss of water and accelera- 
tor to a backing 
may often be lost rapidly from the exposed 
surface so that the whole coat may dry cut 
long before hydration and set of the shiter 
is complete. is premature loss of moisture 
is generally called a “dry out.” The rapid 
removal of moisture (and salt accelerator) 
from the back is the more importent feature, 
however, since this generally results in a 
particularly weak layer of unset plaster at 
the interface of the two coats with consequent 
lack of adhesion. 

If subsequently moistened, particularly if 
this is accompanied by a return. of the 
accelerator from the backing, setiing will 
recommence and this will be sconmpenied b 
tendency to expand. Such expansion, coup 
with weak adhesion to the backing, leads to 
bulging and shelling off of the setting coat. 
This process is usually known as “ leaped 
expansion.”’ 

he amount of moisture required to produce 
a delayed expansion is small. Sufficient mois- 
ture may be supplied by penetration from the 
exterior, by condensation on the plaster sur- 
face, or when the wall is distempered or 
papered. In the last case the forces set up by

This heat absorption may, however, be sub- 
stantially reduced by the provision of a white 
external finish, and in the present case treat- 
ment of this kind is to be recommended as a 
means of producing more comfortable summer 
conditions within the building. 

The limitations of this form of treatment 
are frequently not appreciated, and it must be 
borne in mind that a white surface has in 
itself no effect in reducing heat loss outwards 
in cold weather. For this purpose added 
insulation is necessary, and in the case under 


it was 
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consideration fibre board (not plaster board) 
is probably a very suitable material for appli- 
cation to the ceiling and underside of the 
floor. Its value would be however, 
if the boards were fixed clear of surface 
by means of wood fillets, since the air spaces 
so formed have themselves good heat insulat- 
ing properties. ; 
A single thickness of fibre board fixed in 
this way should give considerable benefit. 
The question whether a greater thickness 
would be advisable is largely one of heating 
costs, and a heating “oe aged would be able 
to assess the saving likely to result from the 
adoption of a particular form of treatment. 
It should be noted that fibrous boards, 
icularly when fixed to fillets, cannot be 
i with ; skimming coat of —— with- 
out danger of cracks appearing at the joints 
between the boards. Alternative forms of 
finish are, however, available and no difficulty 
should be ———_ in obtaining a satis- 
factory job. In the case of the floor insulation 
due consideration should be given to the 
desirability of preservative treatment to pro- 
tect the fibre board against damp.
